The Customs Annual Report for 1902 
is published, from which it will be seen 
that Imports at moment of landing have 
increased by Tls. 63,400,000 and Exports, 
nt moment of shipment by Tle. 49,000,00 
which hardly bears out the theory ‘that 
depreciated silver is stimulating Exports 
aud curtailing Imports, The figures regurd- 
ing silver are interesting, as the net export 
for the year is stated to be close on ‘'ls. 
+4,000,000. The Statistical Secretary for 
the first time draws a distinction between 
the export of sycee and of coined silver, 
and states that the great bulk of the export 
consisted of dollars which were shipped to 
Hongkong; that it is certain that these 
dollars were uot sent abroad from Hong- 
kong, and that they are destined 'o filter 
back to the mainland, If this is the case 
the stock of currency must be very much 
mere plentiful in Hongkong than it is in 
any of the Treaty ports; both here and in 
the North, sycee is getting rather scarce. 
Customs statistics are valusble mainly for 
purposes of comparison ; we have seen 
that there bus been a large net export of 
silver last year as against a considerable 
net import in former yeurs; it is not stated 
why it is expected that more silver will 
filter back from Hongkong in the future 
than in the past, nor is there any means of 
estimating what ‘quantity of silver filters

THERE has just been published by 
the Foreign Office a report by Mr. 
W. J. Clennell, H. M. Consul at 
Kiukiang, on the province of Kiangsi. 
It forms a folio size white book of 37 
pages with a diagram, and is a com- 
pendious account of the province of 
which Mr, Clennell’s port is the gate- 
way of foreign commerce, Similar 
reports of their provinces from other 
Consuls would make a valuable addi- 
tion to our knowledge of China, Mr. 
Clennell divides his report under 
five heads: (1) Geographical Sketch, 
Area, Population, ete. (2) Central 
Administration; (3) Administrative 





Divisions ; (4) Finances ; and (5) Re- 
lations with Foreigners. He begins 
by accounting for the name of the 
province. Kiangsi, ie, West of the 
River, is apparently a misnomer, the 
whole province lying south of the 
river, “the river” being of course the 
Yangtze. Under the Tang Dynasty, 
ie,, up to 1,000 years ago, the whole 
of the country south of the Yangtze, 
from Kueichou to the sea, was called 
Kiangnan, ie. South of the River, 
Under the Sungs, from 1,000 to 700 
years ago, the title ot Kiangnan was 
restricted to two divisions, Eastern 
Kiangnan which includes parts of 
Anhui and Kiangsu which are now 
known simply as Kiangnan, and 
Western Kiangnan, or Kiangnan Hi, 
which has become the province of 
Kiangsi, the name being in course of 
time cut down to Kianghsi or Kiangsi. 
Mr. Clennell describes the physical 
features of the province, whose area 
he states at 72,176 square miles, 
while the area of England and 
Wales is 58,309 square miles. As 
to its products, “the country,” he 
says, “is, in the main, agricultural, 
producing rice, and other cereals, 
tea, tobacco, hemp or ramie fibre, 
indigo, cotton, oranges, sesamum and 
melon seed, colza, timber of various 
sorts, and bamboos from which paper 
is extensively manufactured in the 
eastern part. A little silk is pro- 
duced but not exported. No opium 
is grown. Its mineral wealth is ve 
great but as yet hardly touched, 
except in the one item of porcelain 
clay. Coal occurs throughout Yiian- 
chou prefecture,” and elsewhere. 
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“Copper is found round Kanchon, 
and also near Yiianchou, where 
other metals are said to occur. ¢ 
among the number.” Mr. Clemnell

The necessarily slow work on 
three large bridges west of Ch‘anglo city 
tended to delay rail-laying. 

Last week a riot occurred at the Wi 
River bridge between the workmen and 
some disaffected villagers from the town 
of Pangwang near by. In the mélée 
two were killed. ‘The matter is being 
investigated by the Tsingtao authorities.

His Majesty's Ministers have come 
through a crisis which must have shaken 
any but the strongest Government faced 
by the weakest Of Oppositions. It is 
true that the division on Mr. Beckett's 
amendment condemning Mr. Brodrick’s 
‘scheme of army reform showed a im:

Mr. Brodrick’s Scheme. 


When the scheme was introduced only 
one Unionist member — Mr. Winston 
Churehill—voted against ; this time there 
were nineteen, while some others abstained 
from voting. Of course everyone knew that 
there was no chance of defeating the 
Government overit. Indeed the Opposition 
leaders professed to lament the fact that 
the question could not be debated from a 
non-party point of view, in such a way 
that condemnation of the War Department 
should not entail resignation of the 
Government. In these circumstances the 
debate was, as Mr. Asquith jut it, of more 
importance than the division. No one, he 
id, could have failed to be struck by the 
most unprecedented consensus of opi- 
ion from both sides and almost every 
uarter of the House, not only as regards 
the defective scheme of the Government 
but as regards the true lines upon which

The Cost of the Army. 
The principle of the establishment of 


War Department was also called severely 
to account for its treatment of the volun- 
teers, and many questions of detail were, of 
course, discussed; but Mr. Balfour was not 
far wrong when ho said that all these 
questions were of quite minor importance. 
Since the army corps are declared to exist 
only on paper, it is easy on paper to con:

Churchill pointed out, the cost of the army 
in 1897 was £18,000,000; this year it is near- 
ly £12,000,000 more, ‘That is an enormous 
increase for so hort a period; and the 
general opinion is that if we must spend 60 
much on national defence it would be far 
more effective to spend more on the navy 
nd less on the army. 


Alien Inmigration. 


After army reform the most interesting 
subject of debate in the Commons has been 
alien immigration. It was raised by 
Colonel Sir Howard Vincent in the form of 
an amendment to the address. He was, 
however, taken to task by Mr. Gerald 
Balfour for having introduced the subject. 
while a Royal Commission is sitting upon 
it, and all the satisfaction he got was a 
promise that the question should not be 
shelved when the Commission has done its 
work. Mr. Gerald Balfour at the same 
i arged on the difficulties of the 
problem, and frankly expressed his opinion 
that if the measure introduced by Lord 
Salisbury in 1894 to deal with the question 
had been_ passed, it would have been a dead 
letter. Unfortunately, two really distinet 
questions have been confounded in this 
movement. There is the question of the 
so-called “destitute” aliens, and there is 
that of the criminal aliens. With re- 
gard to the “destitute” aliens the evil 
has been enormously exaggerated. No 
doubt they compete with British work- 
men, but there is not so much unfairness 
in the competition as has heen cuntended. 
The aliens who are now coming over 
in thousands are mostly Jews. They 
as a rule sober and industrious; and while

A Peking dispatch states that with a 
view of om ‘and adapting foreign 


laws with the laws of China the Central 
Government has asked the Japanese 
Government to recommend several ex- 
perts in Civil, Criminal, and International 
‘Law in order to sid a special commission, 
to be formed in the near future by Im- 
perial decree, whose object will be to 
reviso tho present laws of China and make 
tham moro in accordance with modern 
modes of thought and civilisation. 


The First Snub. 

“Bitherto,” states a Northern native 
correspondent, “whomsoerer Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-k’ai has recommended to the Throne, 
for promotion, he has always succeeded in 
his wish. Lately, however, as a sign of 
the times, the Viceroy has not been so 
sucowsful. Recently he recommended a 
Chibli Taotai, named Yang, for the rank 
of a Metropolitan official of the ith grade, 
but the Imperial Rescript dashed of at 
the end of the Viceroy’s memorial con- 
tained the word ‘Disallowed,’ and this 
‘occurrance has been taken by many people 
in the North to indicate the beginning of 
‘the end of Viceroy Yuan's career.” 


4th April. 
Gne Too Many. 

Tho following comes from a reliable, 
source at the Capital: —The other day at 
a Grand Council session the name of 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung was mentioned, 
whereupon the Empress Dowager expressed 
her desire to retain his Excellency at 
Court and appoint him a Grand Councillor. 
Knowing the hostility and jealousy of the 
Grand Secretary Yung Lu towards Viceroy 
Chang the Grand Councillors present at 
the sewsion—Prince Ching, Chii Hung-chi, 
and Lu Ch'uan-lin—dared say nothing 
either in favour of, or against the Empress 
Dowager's suggestion, although Lu Ch'van 
tin is Inown to te strongly, in frou of 
i Vive hang on the Council as 
an alle of hie” Upon tho dismissal of the 
Council the Empress Dowager's suggestion 
was reported to Yung Lu, then laid uj 
with rheumatism, who immediately de- 
clared to those around him that if the) 
suggestion of tho Empress Dowager were 
followed out he (Yung Lu) would * resign 
-on the spot and retire into private life, 
ae the Grand Council is too small to con- 
+ tain to such luminaries as himself 
and Chang Chih-tung at one and the same 
time." This declaration was subsequently 
reported to the Empress Dowager and 
tho matter of Viceroy Chang's appoint: 
menti to the Grand Council has so far not 

been reverted to again. 


The Illness of Yung Lu. 

It is stated in mandarin circles that 
the method of treatment experienced re- 
coatly by the Grand Secretary Yung In 
at the hands of a foreign doctor has not 
been successful at, all, and that instead 
of feeling better his Excellency suffored a 
relapse so serious that at one time it was 
feared that his Excellency had passed 
away. After a short while, however, the 
Grand Secrvtary rallied; ‘but, this’ has 
cured him of any further desire to be 
trested by foreign doctors. 


The Branch Railway to the 
Western Mausolea. 

There are rumours that the above rail- 
way is to be only a temporary ono and 
that so soon as their Majesties have re- 
turned to Paoting from the mausolea, the 
tailway is to be taken up and the materials 
to bo used elsowbere. As tho Imperial 
pilgrimages to the Western mausolea are 
usually undertaken on an average of once 
in three or four years it is evident that 
such a railway will fall into disuse not

A Peking dispatch states owing to a 
recent joint memorial presented by Vice- 
roys Chang Chib-tung, and Yuan Shib-k‘ai 
strongly Teoommending the immediate 
issue of an Imperial edict abolishing for 
ever the old style of examinations for the 
Chiijén (Master of Arts) and Chinshih 
(Doctor) degrees, and authorising the Po- 
king University to conduct examinations 
in futuro and confer higher literary de- 








grees, a party of Conservative Censors 
have begun sending in memorials to the 
Throno denouncing the two Viceroys and 
their scheme. One Censor, P‘an Ch‘ing- 
lan, seized upon a sentence in the joint 
memoria} of the two Viceroys—in which it 
was stated that the Empire bad suffered 
greatly for tho last two hundred years and 
over through the oril laws which com- 
pelled literary examinations after the old 
style—as showing contempt on the part of 
the Viceroys for the former Emperors and 
Imperial Ancestors of his Majesty Kuang 
H, If,” declared this Censor, “his 

ij ‘ancestors countenanced those 
so cal‘ed ‘evil laws," then it may be taken 
for granted that all the laws promulgated 
and countenanced by the former Emperors 
of the dynasty were evil.” It is reported 
from tho Palaco that the Emperor and 
Empress Dowager were “quite moved” 
when they read the memorial of the Cen-

‘There was a banquet, 
at which over two hundred persons 
participated, accompanied by theatricaly 
usual in grand Chinese entertainments of 
the kind. Amongst the notable guests 
present were tho Chinese Treaty Com- 
missioners, Lii and Wu, the Vice-Commis- 
sioner of Chinese Government Telegraphs, 
Wu, tho Shanghai Taotai, Yuan, and a 
host of expectant Taotais and well known 
Chinese merchants of this port. At the 
banquet a congratulatory speech was made 
by General Teheng Ki-tong, in which the 
quest of honour, Huang Taotai, was de 
servedly eulogised for inaugurating such 
a useful institution as the Peking In- 
dustrial. To this speech Huang Taotai 
made a suitable and patriotic responso 
which was received with much applause 
and approval by the assembled guests.

Then down again, and 
just ay we were reaching Nenpay in 
the evening I started, thinking I must be 
dreaming, for thero standing boldly on the 
hill top like Durham Cathedral stood 
surely an Italian Palazzo with a fine 
facade, and a crenelated wall cresting all 
the hill side and standing out against the 
_ evening sky. It was the Houng Miao. 
‘There was not time to go to see it, and 
that is all I know about it- But I have 
nover seen a temple so imposing before. 
In the best inn's best rooms there were 
two holes in the floor, in one or other of 
which I was so afraid of breaking my leg, 
that I still walk gingerly looking out for 
man traps. The inns on this road are as 
mich inferior to those from Chungking to 
Chéngtu, as the traffic soems greater. 

On the fourth day the boy distinguished 
himself by telling ime it was time to get 
up. when I was so very sleepy I felt bound 
to do <o at once. “My watch has stop- 
ped,” he said, “but it is quite light.” 
“Why, my watch must-have stopped too 
with tho cold” I said seeing mine stood 
at 2.30. But we wero still walking by 
lanterns when we reached our breakfast 
place cight miles away, and the inn door 
waa still shut, so that we had to batter 
hard to get it opened. The bamboo groves 
were truly beautiful this day, and some- 
times the road went through over- 
arched by bamboos. It must be lovely in 
sunshiny weather, but this was a most 
dull, depressing day, and I felt too sleepy 
to admire. The poor coolies had urgea 
that it was the middlo of the night when 
called on to get up, but the day before 
T had been very angry with them, because 
they chose to have their breakfast before 
carrying me to tho place where wo had 
settled to breakfast all together, and when 
T urged them to go on waved their break 
fasts at me, munching all the time, saying 
they wero vating. This to say the least 
was rude. Tho cook and the carrying 
cvolics had all gone on to get the break 
fast ready. And I had been left alone with 
them and a great brute of a soldier, who 
would always say he did not understand 
my language. So having often heard that 
Chinese dislike nothing so mueh as being 
laughed at I got out of the chair, saying 
that if they were three Tajen, who did 
just as they pleased, T could not possibly 
ho carried by them, and I would walk. 
‘Then when they came hurrying after me, 
T begged them to go in front, saying I was 
evidently only their servant to wait upon 
their pleasure, so must go behind. ‘The 
unhappy men had to march along in front 
till we arrived at the inn, when 1 begged 
them to go and sit down in the best. room 
and ba served first, ete. In the end they 
all came, and kutowed one after the other, 
expressing their sorrow. And since then 
thes have been politeness and complais- 
ance personified, Probably they con- 
sidered this getting up in the middle of 
the night was come foreign whim of mine, 
that must be complied with. However, 
the official at Tachu where we stopped 
last night knows my husband, and sent 
a variety of cards, also cushions if I would 
acoept them, and I had mado acquaintance 
with one or two officials travelling the

evening all the soldiers, two relieving the 
two of yesterday, and someone over them 
all, went on one kuce in quite proper 
style; so certainly something has made a 
difference. 

To-day we met caravans of oxen, all 
carrying salt, and not shod as in Western 
Szechuan. There was a beautiful ascent, 
then on the top of the western hills wild 
country with rocks outeropping, and 
bushes covered with red berries which one 
can eat, but they are not very good. 
Coming down, the Kwainyai as it is called 
was really very fine at first, two precipitous 
roads going off in different directions, 
fine trees, a wide view, and then shrines 
cut into the living rock. It- had all the 
elements of a grand view. But the curving 
sheets of water waiting for the rico below 
spoilt. it. Amongst the paddy fields wo 
camo upon a temple built up upon a most 
massive wall, a crenelated wall girdling 
the little hill on which it stood.” There 
way a guild meeting going on inside. They 
took exceedingly little notice of me beyond 
being very obliging, when I went in 
amongst them to photograph their fantas- 
tic temple roofs. But I thought they must 
be very well educated men, for one or 
's understood me directly and 
answered in perfectly intelligible Ch 
We have come into the land of tea bushes 
with their pretty white camelia blossoms, 
and of grass cloth, and of broad beans all 

blossom, although this ic November and 
not April. In one place they were rooting 
up the flowering beans for food for tho 
pigs, perhaps it is too late for them to 
bear beans. 

Last night ono of the officials on the 
road sent his servant to bring mo his card, 
and ask me ‘arious questions, which the 
man did in excellent English. I asked 
how he had learnt it, and he said he never 
had, only he had been three years in 
Portland Place in England, i ith the 
Chinese Legation there. To-day 1 saw in 
a carrying coolie’s load a foreign basin, 
‘and a foreign box, and wonder if they are 
his. Even an enamel basin looks like a 
friend on a far away West Clinese road. 
I am sitting waiting on the verandah by 
the river that somehow recalls the Meuse 
and the oars aro plashing in the water, 
‘and men calling to the boatmen. We aro 
to travel boat for three miles to- 
morrow which is a matter of great gratu- 
lation to all tho coolic 

Tho beggar boys at Tachicn last night 
wero such skin and bone, so clothesless, 
such miserics, that I_ wont out to 
give them some cash. They had 
appeared then, and I got rather » 
for my pains. Poor children! ‘or 
children ! I suppose they die, and there 
is a better life, but the sufferings of chil- 
dren always scem so cruel. A dear little 

y, who was travelling with still 
yonnger sister in a chair, to-day, got out 
and walked up a hill to stroll with me. 
But he was <o shy, he was not at all 
amusing as when I first xaw him yesterd 
very busy about sceing his cakes proper! 
toasted by the fire. His mother and I 
have only exchanged nods and greetings 
:o far. But we are all going to Chéngt", 
such an army of us. 

Taihochen, Nov. 25th.—The middle of 
lant month this place was in the hands of 
the Boxers, and I cannot help wishing they 
bad burnt it down; that would be the only 
may of cleaning the dog-kennel of a room, 
all I could get, arriving after six.

But it was pleasant floating down the 
Litu River for about three miles, a steep 
red bank on one sie, yellow sand on the 
other. And then we came across a very 
queer little streem deep down between per- 
pendic Jar stone banss, »nd with a rock 
across it, and altogether looking unnatural. 
After that we tr velled beside another 
fiver, making falls off the perfe tly flat 
ttrata—such a feature of the succeeding 
country, but the river was now all turned 
into paddy fields.

A Careless Coolie Fined. 

‘A coolie was charged with carelessly and 
reeklosty running his "riesha on the 
on the 4th instant, thereby col- 
liding with and damaging a trap, the pro- 
perty of Mr. F. Pasche, to the estent of 
R20, 

Nir. Pasche said that: the coolie’s riesha 
collided with his dog-cart. close to the Gar- 
den Bridge and did $20 worth of damage. 

P.C. 158 (Indian)' said that the ricsha 

‘coming over the bridge from South to 
North, and the trap was crossing the 
inidge in the opposite direction. Witness 

Hed out to the coolie to stop, but he pai 
ho attention, and the result was that his 
ricsha collided with the dog-cart. 

Mr. Pasche said that the riesha was 
coming down the slope of the bridge and 
the conlie evidently intended to go in the 
direction of the German Consulate. There 
was a geytleman in the riesha. 

Tnepector Bourke said that the coolie 
lot control of his riesha, ‘The carriage 
vas going up the slopo of the bridge and 
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charged with being concerned in a robbery 
at Kingsai, on the 10th instant. He 
was further charged with being in po: 
sion of two horse pistols, two daggers, 28 
ball ¢ rtridges and powder, within tho 
Settlement limits, contrary to Municipal 
Regulations. 

The prisoner had been arrested in West 
Hongkew, from information received, and 
was suppored to have been concerned in a 
burglars committed in West Kingsai. The 
above-mentioned arms were found in 
his possession, and the pistols were 
Joaded when he was arrested.

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Fe has always been one of the leading bat- 
tle-grounds of the earth. As centuries 
rolled by all the former glory was forgot- 
ten. Xenophon and his immortal Ten 
Thousand, Alexander the Great, Moham- 
med the Prophet, trod in the very foot- 
steps, yet knew not the history buried 
bencath their fect, so effectually had tho 
calture and civilisation of a great people 
een swept from the face of the earth ! 

The first traveller whose love of know- 
ledgo was strong enough to induce him to 
Jay aside all doubts and prejudices, and 
to examine the ruins serionsly was Mr. 
Rich, the Political Resident of the Ea 
India Company at Bagdad. Whilo stay- 
ing at Mosul in 1820, he determined to 
escavata as much as he could, but after 
some efforts left the place rather disap- 
pointed, with a resolution to revisit tho 
country’ at {he earliest. opportunity. No- 
thing more was done until about 1813 when 
the French Consul, M. Botta, commenced 
to dig into the large mound at, Koyunjik. 
‘Mt this time it was literally true as Layard 
afterwards said, that a box three “fect 
square could have enclosed all. that. we 
possessed not only of the great: city, Nine- 
veh, but of Babylon itself. In 1845 tho 
work was taken up by that enthusiastic 
scholar, Austen Henry Layard, who began 
pis work at Nineveh, where he and his 
successors made valuable discoveries. The 
most important was the discovery of the 
ibrary of baked clay tablets of King Ai 
surbanipal. The hardships which Layard 
suffered were mat inereased by the 
ignorant and unfriendly opposition of the 
‘Turks who could never understand his ob- 
ject in poking about. amidst dust and dirt. 
While removing some colossal statues of 
winged bulls and lions the Turks looked 
on in horror at such impious doi 
zenerally turn i 
‘on all infidels and their works.” 
some giant gateways and numerous relics, 
now in the Rritish Musenm, were disin 
terred and dragged down the Tigris on 
rafts, with stupendous labour and enor 
mong inconvenience, there was great, ay: 
tonishment. among Layard’s frien 
of whom said to him, “In the 
Mest High toll ne O Bey w 
yoing to do with these stones. 
thousands of purses xpent on such thin 
tun it be as you say, your people learn 
wisdom from them? or is it as his rever- 
ence the Cadi declares that: they are to 
to the palace of your Queen, who with the 
rest of the unbelievers worship these 
idols? Ax for wisdom, these figures will 
not teach you to make better knives, or 
scisors, or chintzes, and it is in tho mak- 
ing of these things that the English show 
their wisdom.” 

‘The chronology of Chaldea has within 
the last few years heon carried hack to a 
date. almost if not quite as remote as that 
of Bespt 

In treating of tho carly history of Chal- 
dea. we aro of course groping in the dark. 
Berosus relates, “that Chaldea had been 
colonised by a mixed multitude of men of 
foreign origin who lived without order like 
animals." The very first: study of tho 
tablets showed there were two distinct 
Tanguages, one of which evidently was 
that of an older population. We next find 
that the Inter kings of Babylonia in their 
inscriptions always gave themselves: the 
title of King of Sumer and Accad. As the 
explorations continued every, step clearly 
showed the people of Sumer (Lower Baby: 
Joni ad (Upper Babylonia) 
the abitants of the country. 
is plain from several circumstances ‘that 
these Sumero-Aceadians themselves. ori 
‘elsewhere, but before them no 
other peopie has been found. 
Ail the primitive inscriptions are in the 
rurero-Accadian, nage, and princes
